COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


There were 6 breaks in the system during the past 
year, viz: Edmunds Court, Main Street at the Rollins 
Block, Highland Street, South Main Street, Merrill 
Street extension, and High Street. 


New meters were installed as follows: 32 resi- 
dence and 5 commercial; also 14 residence and 2 com- 
mercial were taken out, repaired and replaced. 


Seven New Service Lines were put in: 9 were re- 
paired and replaced: it was also necessary to excavate 
and cut off water pipe at the Tobey Office, so-called, on 
Highland Street, this being necessary on account of 
erecting the New Post Office. 


Main Pipe from the driven well at the Pumping 
Station were taken up and relaid so as to eliminate 
the “air pockets’. One old pump was removed and 
a new Centrifugal Pump replaced same: the other old 
pump is used as an auxiliary. 


Both reservoirs have been cleaned, the swamp on 
the South side of the highway at the small reservoir 
has been drained and this necessitated laying an iron 
pipe under the road and ditching outside the reservoir 
so that seepage and high water will not carry into the 
reservoir. 


The pump house at the reservoirs has been 
repaired. 


The Feeder Wells at the reservoirs (16 in number) 
have been cleaned and repaired, pipes cleaned and 
about 3,000 feet of ditches from same have been 
cleared so as to augment their supply of water into 
ae TECHIE two Feeder Wells. have been aban- 
oned. 


Note liability of the District has been reduced in 
amount of $1,500.00 during the year. 
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Since the Deisel Plant and new pump have been in- 
stalled the Electric Power Company have given a new 
rate which applys to electricity used for the auxiliary 
pump and this at a reduced figure from what the Dis- 
trict has been paying.

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REPORT OF NURSING SERVICE 


To the School Board of Plymouth: 


Following is the report of work done by the 
School Nursing Service from September, 1936 to July 
1937.

The children were weighed three times during 
the year and milk and Cod liver oil furnished for some 
underweight children. 


Children needing special attention were examined by 
Dr. Deming at the chest clinic and eight children were 
given the tuberculin skin test by Dr. Olmstead, con- 
sultant physician. All but one showed negative re- 
action. She had a chest X-ray at Laconia which 
showed no activity present. 


76 children from the District Schools were given 
the audiometer test and five cases of defective hearing 
were found and taken to Dr. Olmstead for examination 
and advised treatment. Five children were operated 
on at a tonsil clinic at Plymouth Hospital. 


118 children were treated at dental clinics, 56 being 
Plymouth children. Several children were treated in 
nearby and local hospitals and use of the Orthopedic 
and Eve clinics have been made. 
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Much of the corrective work was made possible 
through the aid of the local Red Cross, Community 
Chest, American Legion Auxiliary, Woman’s Club and 
State Public Welfare. 


272 school calls, 372 home calls and 164 business 
calls were made by the nurse. 


The health inspection was again made at the be- 
ginning of the school year, 1937. 


715 children were examined with symptoms of the 
following defects:

Vision defects 48 
Enlarged giands 18 
Skin : 8 
Underweight 26

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Plymouth: 


I hereby submit the annual report of the Super- 
intendent of Schools. 


Owing to the reduction of supervision of schools 
by the legislature of 1937 the State Board of Education 
dissolved the Plymouth union effective September 15, 
1937, and this school district was consolidated with the 
Wentworth-Woodstock Supervisory Union. The writer 
has performed routine supervisory duties and absorbed 
the system as far as time has permitted. 


The fall registration of the high school showed 
327 pupils of whom 190 were out of town, 99 of the 
Model school and 88 of the rural schools. Approxi- 
mately 58% are tuition students from out of town. 
These children bring scholastic competition and ath- 
letic material which assists the school in competing 
successfully with schools of the 300 class and larger. 
Only one change occurred in the teaching staff. Mar- 
garet E. Newman of Keene resigned her position of 
teacher of Domestic Arts and Biology and Thelma G. 
Ricker of Alton, Keene Normal 1934, with three years 
of successful experience in Epping succeeds her. The 
teaching staff under the able leadership of Headmaster 
Charles E. Moors is a very earnest, cooperative and effi- 
cient group of teachers. As recommended previously 
another teacher could well be used, but the resource- 
fulness of Headmaster Moors and the splendid spirit 
of the faculty seem to be meeting the situation without 
the additional expense of another teacher. 


The district contracts with the Plymouth Normal 
School for the education of children in the Kinder- 
garten and the first eight grades. The fall registra- 
tion was 242. This school is under the constant and 
personal supervision of Guy E. Speare, Supervisor of 
Training. Every room has an experienced mature 
teacher with various cadets practicing and learning the 
art of teaching. The children have plenty of oppor- 
tunity to receive individual help and the latest types 
of instruction. 
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There are approximately 125 pupils distributed in 
six rural schools. My experience has been altogether 
in rural areas and J am very well aware that good work 
is done in one-room schools with enthusiastic and earn- 
est teachers. Yet in general one-room schools are op- 
erated by necessity rather than choice consolidated 
schools giving more opportunity for group activities 
with competition in scholarship, music, art, domestic 
and manual arts. 


The district will eventually consolidate its schools. 


Whether this is an opportune time to build must 
be decided, but the present Model school is old and the 
depreciation is fast. It is inexpedient to spend a great 
deal of money on repairs which could go toward a new 
building. Until a new building is erected the district 
could save approximately $1,400.00 by placing the 
Ward Hill children in the Model school. This would 
entail no transportation and added expense. The dis- 
trict is paying twice for the education of those 25 chil- 
dren. The Sargent school had an average membership 
of 8.8 last year and only 7 are enrolled this year. The 
trend all over the country is to close schools of this 
type. In 19380 there were 559 one-room schools in this 
state and last year 410, a decrease of one hundred and 
forty-nine in seven years. The per capita cost for a 
small school is far greater than the district as a whole. 
Experience shows then in general pupils are better off 
in larger schools with greater opportunities as here- 
tofore stated. After paying for transportation to the 
Model school approximately $500.00 could be saved. 
The building would still be available for a community 
center. The closing of the Ward Hill and Sargent 
schools would save $1,800.00 in my opinion, which is 
very near the amount the town paid for interest as 
shown in the last annual report. 


The illumination of the high school is entirely in- 
adequate according to a careful survey by experts. I 
am glad to report that the Board expects to gradually 
bring up illumination to standard equipping first the 
typewriting, sewing and study hall as those rooms re- 
quire more vision than others. 
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Adult education classes are continued this year 
with Mrs. Velma Hatch instructor. Approximately 20 
Plymouth people are availing themselves of this oppor- 
tunity. The school board is following the custom of 
other towns of cooperating with the C. C. C. Camp in 
opening a few of its rooms for classes of those boys. 
The Thornton camp is sending a group of earnest 
young men to evening school and assisting in the slight 
expense incident to heat, light, and janitor service. 


In closing I wish to thank all the people of the Ply- 
mouth school system for their kindly cooperation and 
assistance while I am familiarizing myself with the or- 
ganization. The school board is exceedingly coopera- 
tive and patient. I am under special obligation to 
former Superintendent Guy E. Speare for constructive 
advice and inspiration. He is ever willing to give me 
the benefit of his sound judgment and experience of 
16 years as Superintendent of Schools.

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HEADMASTER’S REPORT 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


I herewith submit my ninth annual report as the 
Headmaster of Plymouth High School.

A class of 52 received their diplomas at the Ply- 
mouth Theatre on Monday, June twenty-first at 10:00 
A. M. Of this number 29 per cent enrolled in post 
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secondary institutions or continued their work as post 
graduates.

To date, the enrollment for the year 1937-1938 has 
been 335. The boys outnumber the girls with 181 to 
154, a condition unusual in other parts of the state but 
one that has been prevalent in the Plymouth High 
School for the last few years. 


The number of tuition pupils has increased so 
steadily that during the current year, 191 students 
from outside Plymouth are on our lists. 


Attendance 


The daily attendance at the high school this year 
has been much improved over that in the preceding 
one, due both to the better conditions of travel, and to 
the fact that we have been comparatively free from 
such epidemics as occurred in 19386-1937. 


The parents can greatly aid not only the school’s 
records but also the pupils themselves by insisting on 
habits of regular attendance and of punctuality in 
their girls and boys. The teachers are both willing 
and anxious to aid pupils who have been absent on ac- 
count of sickness or for other equally good reasons to 
make up work they have lost. 


Extra-Curricular Activities 


The orchestra under the direction of Mrs. Harl 
Pease has made excellent progress. Last spring, they 
joined with other schools in this vicinity and gave a 
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really fine concert at New Hampton. It is again pre- 
paring to carry out the same plan in the near future. 
It would be well worth the trip to New Hampton for 
many of the parents and friends interested in our pub- 
lic schools to listen to the performances of these com- 
bined school orchestras. 


Mrs. Agnes Potter is for the third year directing 
the vocal music. This year all members of the school 
have met once a month for a period of singing which 
has greatly inproved the music at Assemblies. The 
other three weekly periods of the month have been de- 
voted to a voluntary chorus of about seventy-five 
members. 


The Plymouth School Board has made it possible 
this year for members of the school to learn not only 
to dance but also to acquire proper posture and good 
manners in dancing. This instruction has been ably 
carried on by Mrs. Mary A. Kimball and Mrs. Inez P. 
Adams with the best cooperation on the part of their 
pupils. It has already proved a worth-while activity 
in our school. 


The Twelfth Annual Prize Speaking Contest was 
held on May 14, 1987, and was participated in by five 
girls and four boys. They were coached by Mrs. Ruth 
Frink and Miss Ruth McKinnon of the English Depart- 
ment. Both coaches and contestants doing an excel- 
lent piece of work. The prizes were awarded as fol- 
lows: First Girls’ Prize, Cecile W. Blodgett, °37; 
Second Girls’ Prize, Rita Sommers, ’39; First Boys’ 
Prize, Willard Huntress, ’40; Second Boys’ Prize, 
Sherburne Ray, ’38. The contest for this year will 
probably be held during the last week in March. 


The Girls’ Club has again been active in promoting 
the interests of the school and learning about qualities 
and characteristics essential to good womanhood. This 
work has been supervised by Miss Thelma Ricker of 
the Domestic Science Department. Miss Ricker has 
also superintended activities of the Home Economics 
Club whose aim has been to help others wherever pos- 
sible in our community. 
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Athletics 


Football and baseball for the boys and basketball 
for girls and boys have been school activities under the 
supervision of Mr. George H. Dawson. All members 
of these squads have been given equal opportunities 
to participate in these sports and to represent the 
school so far as their ability and school work would 
warrant. Mr. Dawson has always coached his squads 
on an educational basis with the welfare of girls and 
boys ever uppermost in his mind. They are taught to 
be good winners or good losers, and to play the game 
in a sportsmanlike manner. 


Changes 


In the last nine years, there have been compara- 
tively few changes in the teaching staff which fact has 
helped much in maintaining the efficiency of the school. 
Miss Margaret Newman of the Domestic Science De- 
partment left last June to teach in Pembroke Academy. 
This vacancy was filled by Miss Thelma Ricker, a grad- 
uate of Keene Normal School. 


All members of the Plymouth High School, teach- 
ers and pupils alike were very sorry to have Mr. 
Speare leave us as Superintendent of Schools but re- 
joice that he still lives near. Superintendent Mc- 
Curdy, this sentiment in no way reflects against you 
for you will find the same allegiance and cooperation 
accorded to you as to Mr. Speare. Your advice and 
constructive criticisms have already been a great help 
and we shall welcome and profit by them still more in 
the future. 


Recommendation 


The Headmaster has recommended in several re- 
ports the need of introducing courses in Mechanic Arts. 
For such courses there is a greater need today than 
ever before to care for many boys whose abilities for 
manual work, if satisfied, would keep them more inter- 
ested in school routine. It is far better to keep them 
busily contented in school than to allow them to face 
the world with so little chance to find work. 
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Conclusion
